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Plea to put 
brakes on 
boy racers 

Residents complain of night-time nuisance

RESIDENTS are asking police to 
crack down on boy racers in Ely. 

Families say their lives are be¬ 
ing made a misery - and that 
people’s lives are being put in 
danger - by drivers using cer¬ 
tain areas of the city as “race 
tracks”. 

An area of particular concern 
is the Cambridgeshire Business 
Park, near Tesco in Angel Drove. 

One resident of nearby An- 
nesdale, said: “I’ve been call¬ 
ing the police about boy racers 
recently, yet nothing is being

done to stop them. 

“The business park is really 
bad at night. All you can hear 
is constant tyre screeching and 
sometimes it lasts for hours. 
They also race up and down 
Back Hill. Not only is the noise 
unbearable but it’s also very 
dangerous.” 

Local resident Geoff Ogden 
says Forehill, Market Street and 
Prickwillow Road are becoming 
dangerous too. He said: “Why 


aren’t police pulling these boy 
racers over? They’re getting 
away with using our city as a 
race track.” 

The Ely News contacted 
police about the issue and a 
spokesman said: “We are aware 
of anti-social behaviour in An¬ 
gel Drove and it is being taken 
very seriously. Officers have 
been carrying out patrols and 
offering words of advice to mo¬ 
torists. We are also working in 
partnership with the district 
council on a number of preven¬ 
tative methods which we hope 
will be implemented in the near 
future.”

Ribbons tied 
to fated trees 


YELLOW ribbons have been 
tied around trees at a car 
park in Ely where new homes 
are going to be built. 

The Ely News does not 
know who is responsible 
for the ribbons at Ely’s Bar¬ 
ton Road car park but East 
Cambs District Council has 
confirmed that a number of 
trees will be removed. 

The trees are being 
chopped down because the 
council, through its Local 
Authority Trading Company 
(LATC), is building six town 
houses and five apartments 
on an area of the car park, 
which lies in Ely’s conserva¬ 
tion area. 

Despite concerns about 
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the loss of both car and 
coach parking spaces and 
the impact the development 
will have on Ely’s conserva¬ 
tion area, the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee voted to ap¬ 
prove the scheme earlier this 
month. 

And as reported last 
week, the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Lo¬ 
cal Government has since 
decided not to call in the 
scheme, meaning the com¬ 
mittee’s decision stands. 

Emma Grima, director of 
commercial and corporate 


services at the council, said 
that even though the trees 
are protected, they will be 
axed. 

She said: “The trees will 
not be removed until the ap¬ 
plication has been approved 
and the decision notice sent 
out, or, if the senior tree of¬ 
ficer has signed off their re¬ 
moval/relocation. 

“These trees are currently 
protected as they are within 
the conservation area. Once 
the decision notice is sent 
out this also grants consent 
for the trees to be removed. 
The decision notice will in¬ 
clude a soft landscaping 
scheme which will include 
some replanting.”

Cocktail bar 
plan for 
city centre 

A FORMER nightclub in Ely is 
set to re-open as a cocktail bar 
and restaurant, Ely News can 
confirm. 

The old Jar Jar's premises, in 
Forehill, have been taken over by 
Rob Gilkes, who is from Ely and 
has big plans for the site. 

Mr Gilkes said: "The plan 
is to open a cocktail bar and 
restaurant, serving light lunches 
and tapas-style food. 

"It's a big space and there's a 
lot of refurbishment work to be 
done but I'm hoping to open in 
early October. 

"We'll be submitting our 
licence application to the council 
in September. We're hoping to 
open all day every day, until 
around 11 pm through the week, 
and until 2am on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

"We'll have private hire 
facilities on the first floor so that 
can people can hire the venue 
out for parties and functions." 

Jar Jar's closed in February 
2014 and the premises, which 
are 444 square-metres in size, 
have stood empty ever since. 

Mr Gilkes said: "Hopefully we 
won't get too many objections to 
our licensing application. 

"What we want to do is 
exciting for Ely - the city needs 
more venues like this."

Fight to save 
hospital MIUs 


HUNDREDS of people at¬ 
tended a public meeting in 
Ely to speak up about local 
Minor Injury Units (MIU) 
and outpatient services. 

The meeting, organised 
by the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG), 
was held at The Makings last 
Tuesday night. 

It comes after a report 
written by the CCG was 
leaked by a whistleblower to 
North East Cambs MP Steve 
Barclay saying that the MIU 
at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
(PoW) Hospital - as well as 
the MIUs at Doddington and 
Wisbech hospitals - are at 
risk of closing. 

The CCG insists it is look¬ 
ing at “a number of options” 
and that no decision to close 
any of the units has been 
made, but the report has 
sparked concern across the 
region. 

Among those who attend¬ 
ed the meeting was local 
resident Emma Watson, who 
has set up a petition in a bid 
to save the MIUs from clos¬ 
ing. By Tuesday afternoon, 
more than 4,390 people had 
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signed it. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Emma said: “I think 
it’s essential for the CCG to 
communicate to those who 
will be directly affected by 
any decision they make pre¬ 
cisely what are the factors 
in the decision-making pro¬ 
cess. 

“Communication is also 
critical in the context of en¬ 
suring that those in need of 
medical attention know of, 
and when to go to, the MIU. 

“I acknowledge that there 
is going to need to be some 
streamlining of service pro¬ 
vision but my greatest con¬ 
cern is that we should not 
lose local access to such care, 
and that the pressure on the 
closest A&E departments, as 
well as the ambulance ser¬ 
vice, should not face buck¬ 
ling pressure on their already 
oversubscribed provision.” 

Emma added: “The meet¬ 
ing was very well attended, 
and I made the point that, 
besides those present, more 
than 4,390 signatures, to 


date, had been added to the 
petition I had created.” 

James Palmer, leader of 
East Cambs District Council, 
has also confirmed he is de¬ 
manding answers from the 
CCG. 

He said: “These MIUs are 
used by around 30,000 pa¬ 
tients every year. They are 
a valuable resource and the 
feeling from the general 
public is that we cannot af¬ 
ford to lose them. We need 
some answers.” 

Tracy Dowling, chief of¬ 
ficer for the CCG, said: “We 
welcome the contributions 
that have been made so far 
and will continue to listen 
to people over the coming 
months. 

“We’d like to reiterate that 
no decisions have been 
made about the future of 
MIUs in East Cambs and 
Fenland.”

HEALTH 

Care ‘good’ at 
nursing home 


LITTLEPORT Grange nurs¬ 
ing home has been rated as 
‘good’ in its latest Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC) in¬ 
spection. 

Inspectors carried out an 
unannounced visit to the 
home in August last year 
and rated it as good in all 
areas. 

The CQC says that after 
the inspection it “received 
concerns in relation to peo¬ 
ple being safe and receiving 
the care and support they 
require”. 

As a result, inspectors 
then carried out a “focused 
inspection” at the home on 
luly 20 this year; the results 
of which have just been 
published. 

They looked at two key ar¬ 
eas - how safe the care home 
is and how effective the care 
there is. Inspectors rated 
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both elements as ‘good’. 

In their report, they said: 
“People were receiving their 
medicines as prescribed. 
Staff had completed train¬ 
ing and assessments in the 
administration of media¬ 
tion to ensure that they were 
competent. 

“Risk assessments had 
been completed to ensure 
that, where possible and 
appropriate, risks to people 
were minimised. Staff were 
aware of the procedures to 
follow if they thought some¬ 
one had suffered any harm.” 

They added: “The provid¬ 
er could demonstrate how 
they supported people to 
make decisions about their 
care. 


“There were enough staff 
on duty to ensure that peo¬ 
ple had their needs met 
in a timely manner. Staff 
received the support and 
training that they required 
to carry out their roles ef¬ 
fectively. 

“People were provided 
with the food and drink that 
they chose and enjoyed. 
Relevant healthcare profes¬ 
sionals had been involved to 
ensure that people received 
the support they needed 
with eating and drinking. 

The home is located in 
Grange Lane, Littleport, and 
is run by Dove Care Homes 
Ltd. 

The report said: “People’s 
healthcare needs were be¬ 
ing met and when required 
people had been referred to 
the relevant healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals.” 


FIRE 

Pile of waste torched by arsonists 


ARSONISTS set fire to 
around 500 tonnes of waste 
in Wilburton in the early 
hours of Saturday. 

Firefighters from 
Cottenham and Sutton 
rushed to the blaze in 
Twentypence Road at around 
1.45am. 

A fire service spokes¬ 
woman said: "A large 


bonfire made up of about 
500 tonnes of waste and 
tyres was well alight. 

"Firefighters set up 
equipment to pump water 
from a nearby river onto the 
fire to contain and reduce it. 
Relief crews were provided 
by Chatteris and Soham. 

"At 8.30am the incident 
was scaled down to just 


one crew and by 1 pm the 
fire service agreed to allow 
the fire to burn under the 
control of the land owner. 

"All crews had left the 
scene by 1.30pm. The cause 
was deliberate."

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THE waiting game came to 
an end last Thursday when 
sixth-form students from 
across the Ely area collected 
their A-level results. 

At King’s Ely just one grade 
prevented 100 per cent of all 
students achieving A* to E 
grades - an improvement on 
last year’s 96 per cent.

Rosamond Van Wing- 
erden, who achieved two A* 
grades and an A grade, will 
attend Princeton University 
in America. 

Sue Freestone, principal of 
King’s, said: “Every August I 
find myself humbled by the 
achievements of our stu¬ 
dents. I pay tribute to their 
teachers and their parents 
for the support they have 
provided, and to them for 
the commitment and tenac¬ 
ity with which they meet the 
challenges of A-level, whilst 
finding time to make such 
telling contributions to their 
communities.” 

Among the high achiev¬ 
ers at Ely College were David 
Meek, who achieved a triple 
starred distinction in busi¬ 
ness studies, Harry Bailey 
and Lee Cooper, who both 


achieved starred distinctions 
in applied science, and Xena 
Day, who achieved three dis¬ 
tinctions in performing arts.

As reported, the Cam¬ 
bridge Meridian Academies 
Trust takes over the running 
of Ely College next month. 

New principal, Richard 
Spencer, said: “These results 
reflect a great deal of hard 
work from students and 
staff, and I’d like to congratu¬ 
late all the students on their 
achievements. 

“We are very pleased that 
so many have secured excel¬ 
lent university, employment 
or further training opportu¬ 
nities, and we wish them well 
for the future.”

THE meeting in Ely with the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) on August 16 to discuss the 
minor injuries unit at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital (POW) was reported 
as "madness to close such a vital 
service". 

Yet the CCG did not say that they 
are reviewing provision of interim 
care beds across the county that 
interim care beds at Doddington 
have already been closed and that 
the Welney Ward at the POW is 
also likely to be closed. The closure 
of these valued services makes a 
mockery of the Fit for the Future 
claim that the NHS will provide "care 
closer to home". 

The CCG did not discuss the fact 
that these decisions are part of their 
sustainability and transformation 
plan (STP) which is being demanded 
by NHS England to reduce the 
number of hospitals, clinical staff and 
clinical services across the county 
and nationally. The CCG omitted to 
mention Simon Stevens, CEO of NHS 
England who, in his Five Year Forward 
View, wants to transform our NHS 
into the USA healthcare model based 
on insurance and ability to pay. 

The cuts to local services are 
not isolated incidents and should 
be seen as part of the national 
picture of radical restructuring and 
re-disorganisation in a deliberate 
attempt to finalise the move towards 
the American system. 

Simon Stevens knows all about 
the USA healthcare model as before 
being appointed CEO of NHS 
England he was president of Global 
Strategy for the world's largest health 
insurance corporation - United 
Health. 

United Health is now embedded 
within the NHS through its subsidiary 
company Optum at both clinical 
provider level and, more worryingly, 
management and regional planning 
level. 

I would suggest readers contact the 
Health & Wellbeing Board to demand 
answers about the closures of the 
local services, why such changes are 
not being publicly scrutinised and 
why the public are constantly being 
denied proper consultation.

I believe that if the community 
hospital was used to its full capacity 
that the pressure on overworked GPs 
and Addenbrooke's would reduce. 
The patients could, in many cases, be 
dealt with locally, saving much stress 
and delayed treatment... an all round 
better solution. 

Such actions would of course 
guarantee the long-term future of 
this much-valued local facility which 
should grow, be used more and not 
contract. My views will not change 
and I guess the same applies at 
Doddington and Wisbech.

Slow down with 
fast food plans 

WHAT started out as plans for a state- 
of-the-art leisure centre, complete 
with outdoor flumes and an eco- 
friendly design, has become a tragic 
symbol of western consumerism. 

Let me be clear: I am not against 
the leisure complex. Although I 
do not condone the consumption 
of animal products, I am not even 
against fast-food in moderation. 
However, this saturation of American- 
style fast-food outlets has been poorly 
devised by both our council and 
the developers, Turnstone Estates, 
and will harm both our city and 
environment in the long run. 

Our local Tory-led council and 
Turnstone Estates insist that this 
leisure village will 'catapult Ely into 
the 21 st century', clearly unaware 
that the main issues we face on both 
a global and local scale are those 
concerning health, inequality, and 
the environment. Why, then, did they 
allow a number of fast-food outlets 
that target adverts at children to 
open next to a school? Why did they 
give the green light to corporations 
like McDonalds, who barely pay 
the minimum wage and offer zero- 
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hours contracts? Why did they allow 
so many restaurants that support 
destructive and wasteful animal 
agriculture to open within 20 metres 
of each other? 

The first defence of including 
so many unhealthy and unoriginal 
chains in the development is that 
people have a 'freedom of choice'. 
But when that 'choice' is between 
American-style burgers (McDonalds), 
American-style fried chicken (KFC), 
or American-style steaks (Arbuckles), 
what choice do we really have? 

Even the Hungry Horse chain serves 
predominately American-style food, 
with minimal green options for 
vegans or vegetarians. 

After such a weak government 
strategy to tackle childhood obesity 
was unveiled last week, we now need 
our council to show urgent leadership 
by pressuring the developers of this 
project to include healthier, eco- 
friendly outlets. 'Choice' is evidently 
important to people, so where are 
the greener options for those who 
want them? We should not have 
to settle for a carbon copy of every 
other cinema complex across the 
country, complete with a selection 
of American-style restaurants that 
only serve unhealthy food in even 
unhealthier portion sizes. We deserve 
better. 

But, we also have a direct 
responsibility to make ethical 
choices for the benefit of ourselves, 
each other, and our environment. 
Developers like Turnstone Estates, 
and corporations such as McDonalds 
and KFC, do not have our concerns 
as their priorities. We do not have 
to appease these corporations like 
our local council did, and we can all 
exercise our freedom of choice for 
the greater good. If we do, it will not 
be in vain.

Yellow ribbons 
are warning 

THE yellow ribbons many people 
will have seen tied to trees in the Ely 
area are an example of the frustration 
and alienation many Ely residents 
feel about how East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has handled the 
Barton Road Car Park scheme. 

Whether through naivety or 
arrogance, or a mix of both, the 
leadership of the majority party on 
ECDC has been determined to have 
the scheme approved irrespective 
of the strength and legitimacy of 
objections 

Under criteria set up by Nick 
Boles when Minister for Planning, 
the chance of 'call in' was minimal. 
This will have been known to ECDC. 
Any suggestion that democracy was 
served by reference to the Secretary 
of State's 'powers of call in' are 
misleading and incorrect. 

The notices accompanying the 
yellow ribbons, point to other ECDC 
decisions relating to the town's toilets 
and the inevitable consequences on 
parking that will have a 'knock on 
effect' elsewhere in central Ely. But 
the yellow ribbons display so much 
more about the feelings of many 
about a scheme, masquerading as 
housing, which in reality is a funding 
mechanism for a project elsewhere 
in Ely. 


It cuts across political alliances, 
as many objectors are likely to be 
natural voters of the majority party 
at a national level. However, when 
it came to Barton Road, the voices 
of elected members representing 
Ely among ECDC's majority party 
remained silent in the face of 
objections from so many of their core 
voters. It was the town council, as the 
one strand of local government, who 
stood up against the scheme. 

The notice accompanying the 
yellow ribbons asks "what next?" A 
question elected members on ECDC 
should ask themselves in relation to 
who represents Ely. Currently many 
in Ely feel ECDC does not represent 
them. This raises fundamental 
questions about local democracy and 
decision making that affects Ely. They 
will remain unanswered until those in 
elected office are prepared to listen 
to the people who they have been 
elected to serve.

Leisure centre 
grant approved 


SPORT England has ap¬ 
proved a £1.5 million lottery 
grant for Ely’s new leisure 
centre. 

At its full council meeting 
in June, East Cambs District 
Council agreed to proceed 
with the new district leisure 
centre project, subject to re¬ 
ceiving £1.5 million in fund¬ 
ing from Sport England. 

Confirmation of the Na¬ 
tional Lottery grant means 
the multi-million pound 
project is now fully funded 
and can go ahead. 

The money will come from 
Sport England’s Strategic Fa¬ 
cilities Fund, which offers 
significant investment to lo¬ 
cal authorities looking to im-

prove their sports facilities. 

Charles Johnston, Sport 
England’s property director, 
said: “We are delighted to of¬ 
fer £1.5 million of National 
Lottery funding to help peo¬ 
ple in East Cambs live more 
active lives. 

“With plans for an impres¬ 
sive range of sporting facili¬ 
ties, this new centre will be 
a huge asset for the region. 
I wish the council every suc¬ 
cess in delivering this first- 
class facility.” 

The funding will enable 


the construction of the new 
leisure centre at Downham 
Road, which will include an 
eight-lane 25m swimming 
pool, a learner pool with 
moveable floor, a health and 
fitness suite with 120 sta¬ 
tions, two activity studios, a 
four-court sports hall and a 
3G artificial grass pitch. 

The preferred contractor 
to build the new centre is a 
company called Pellikaan 
and, once complete, GLL, a 
trust which operates more 
than 200 leisure facilities, 
will manage the centre on 
the council’s behalf. 

Work is due to start next 
month, with the facilities set 
to open in early 2018.

More employment but unequal pay 


UNEMPLOYMENT is 
continuing to decrease in 
the Ely area. 

New official labour 
market statistics, released 
by Nomis, show that the 
number of people without 
work in East Cambs fell by 
27 per cent from April 2015 
to March 2016. 

According to the data, 
there is currently a 3.3 per 
cent unemployment rate in 
East Cambs. The national 


average is 5.1 per cent. 

Out of the 1,500 people 
currently not in work in East 
Cambs, just 30 of them are 
classed as young people. 

The report does, however, 
state that 10.1 per cent 
of people in East Cambs 
and Fenland have no 
qualifications. The national 
average is 1.5 per cent. 

The figures also state 
there is a wide pay gap 
between males and females 


in the Ely area, with men 
receiving an average of 
£499.50 per week, whereas 
women are getting £474.40. 

This means women are 
paid around £25.10 less 
than men per week. In terms 
of hourly pay, men get 83p 
more on average. 

In relation to weekly 
wages, full-time workers in 
East Cambs receive a gross 
pay of £496 per week. The 
national average is £529.

CamSAR finds 
temporary HQ 


A LIFESAVING charity is 
breathing a sigh of relief af¬ 
ter finding a new temporary 
base - although the hunt to 
find permanent headquar¬ 
ters is still on.

“Many were followed 
up further by the trustees, 
who weighed the possibili¬ 
ties against many consid¬ 
erations, including security, 
space and optimum loca¬ 
tion within the county for 
responding to emergencies. 

“A main storage space has

now been arranged at a lo¬ 
cation in Doddington, fairly 
central to the team’s operat¬ 
ing area, while further space 
for vehicles and kit will con¬ 
tinue to be needed at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service’s station in March 
and the Littleport depot of 
East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil. 

“Operating will certainly 
be a bit trickier now than 
before, and it’s not ideal 
for maintaining as well as 
quickly deploying our vari¬ 
ous pieces of equipment on 
call outs, but we can con¬ 
tinue our work mostly as 
before. 

“That’s great for us and 
great for vulnerable people 
in our county.” 

CamSAR, which has been 
running for 10 years, had its 
main base in a unit on the 
South Fens Business Centre 
in Chatteris, which Fenland 


District Council had kindly 
been allowing the volun¬ 
teers to use. 

However, the council has 
found a paying tenant for 
the unit, meaning the char¬ 
ity has had to move out. 

Mr Bent said: “We’re very 
grateful for the support that 
was extended to us, from 
people simply spreading the 
appeal far and wide, to those 
offering spaces, and those 
who helped to flesh out the 
details of this new tempo¬ 
rary arrangement. 

“CamSAR would like to 
thank all who were involved 
in the search for this new 
base, which should now 
keep the team operating 
smoothly until a permanent 
base can be found.”

War hero’s family receive 
police long service medal

BEING named after one of the 
greatest battles of the First World 
War may have destined little Ver¬ 
dun Buck to a life of distinguished 
and heroic service. 

Born just months into the Bat¬ 
tle of Verdun in April 1916, the 
Doddington boy would grow up 
to serve his country as a soldier 
- and as an officer in his local po¬ 
lice force. 

He won medals for gallantry 
while serving in the Grenadier 
Guards during the Second World 
War, and later the police long ser¬ 
vice medal for his unblemished 
career as a beat bobby in areas in¬ 
cluding Sutton, Ely, Leverington 
and Wisbech. 

But when he died in 1994, aged 
76, his son Paul, now 69, knew 
there was something missing 
from his father’s legacy. 

Most of his war medals - and 
his police service medal - had 
been stolen after Verdun had gen¬ 
erously loaned them out for use 
in a school play 

Towards the end of his life, and 
in keeping with his unassuming 
character, Verdun had showed no 
interest in getting replacements. 

But Paul and his wife Christine,

66, who live in The Rampart, Had- 
denham, had different ideas and 
set about reassembling his legacy. 

Last week, after years of effort, 
the couple were finally presented 
with a police long service medal 
by Cambridgeshire Constabu¬ 
lary’s Assistant Chief Constable 
Nav Malik. 

Paul, who is chairman of Had- 
denham Cricket Club and who 
joined the Navy himself at 15, 
said: “When dad died I thought 
we’ve got to try to get the medals 
back. Not for me but for the next 
generation. 

“It’s brilliant to get the medal 
and I’d like to thank Donna Stun- 
don from the force who’s been try¬ 
ing to get the medal for more than 
a year. It’s been about collecting 
together dad’s life achievements 
for posterity and for his relatives. 
That is now complete.” 

Father-of-two and grandfather- 
of-four Paul added: “Dad was 
unflappable and there was no 
malice in him at all - the perfect 
policeman.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

SWALLOWS AND AMAZONS (PG) 

WHILE her husband is away at sea on a 
naval destroyer, Mrs Walker (Kelly 
Macdonald) spirits her four children -

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Why nematodes are the answer 


THOSE of us who yearn 
to ditch the blue pellets 
and quick-fix chemical 
sprays in favour of more 
eco-friendly garden pest 
controls, should perhaps 
be taking a biological 
approach. 

Many of us incorporate 
a variety of plants in 
our garden to attract 
beneficial predators such 
as ladybirds which will 
gobble up aphid eggs, or 
hedgehogs, song thrushes 
and frogs to feast on slugs 
and snails. They all assist 
the balance of nature, but 
sometimes that balance 
needs a helping hand. 

Many organic gardeners 
have been using 
nematodes, or microscopic 
'eelworms', for years. 

Nematodes are tiny 
micro-organisms which 
occur naturally in the soil 
where they hunt down and 
attack pests, with each 
different nematode having

their own specific prey 
species. 

Chemical giant BASF 
has the largest specialist 
nematode production 
facility in the EU and 
the only one in the UK, 
breeding trillions of up 
to five different species 
of beneficial nematode to 
create its Nemasys range, 
and now has products 
which will treat many 
common soil-dwelling 
pests including vine 
weevil, chafer grubs, slugs, 
leatherjackets and ant 
nests. 

Nematodes generally 


come in sealed packs. The 
contents are mixed with 
water and applied via a 
watering can at particular 
times of year depending 
on the pest being targeted. 
Once applied, they will 
seek out their prey, 
whether it be slugs, vine 
weevil or other pests, 
entering the target's body 
and releasing bacteria that 
will kill it. There is no need 
to keep children or pets 
away from treated areas. 

The nematodes will 
then reproduce inside the 
corpse and create a new 
generation which will hunt 
for further prey.

A T a time when it appears that 
crossover models are taking 
over the world, Kia has just 
introduced a flashy hybrid vehicle that 
fits in neatly and delivers impressive 
economy figures along the way. 

Priced from £21,295, the five-door, 
five seat car is called the Niro and it 
features an all-new 1.6-litre 104bhp 
petrol engine accompanied by a 
43bhp electric motor. 

Together they help to achieve 
combined fuel economy up to 
74.3mpg with carbon emissions from 
88g/km. 

Buyers can choose between four 
richly-equipped trims called '1', '2', 

'3' and First Edition and all features are 
included as standard with no hidden 
add-ons. This is something that Kia 
does exceptionally well. 

From any angle, the Niro looks the 
business with sharp athletic styling 
befitting a compact crossover but 
with Kia's design trademarks very 
apparent too. It boasts the brand's 
tiger-nose grille, a long bonnet, 
elevated headlights, bold wheel 
arches, high-mounted C-shaped tail 


lights and a roof spoiler. 

Move inside and there is lots of 
quality soft touch materials and a very 
modern, upmarket and clutter-free 
layout. Storage options are good with 
a generous boot which has a 427-litre 
capacity that can be increased to 
1,425 litres with the 60:40 split folding 
rear seats dropped flat. 

All models benefit from excellent 
connectivity systems and for the first 
time in a Kia, Android Auto is available 
which links android smartphones to 
Google Maps navigation, Google Play 


music, hands-free calls and texts plus 
voice recognition. 

Being a hybrid, the information 
panel includes plenty of details about 
charging levels, energy flow diagrams 
and battery regeneration stats as well 
as the more traditional readouts. 

Each model comes equipped 
with lane keep assist, hill-start 
assist and cruise control with speed 
limiter.

We tried two versions of the Niro. 
First up was the range-topping First 
Edition, priced at £26,995 which can 
sprint from 0-60mph in 11.1 seconds, 
tops out at 101 mph, has combined 
fuel economy of 64.2mpg and carbon 
emissions of 101 g/km. 

The Niro is fitted with a six-speed 
twin clutch automatic gearbox rather 
than the whining CVT boxes fitted to 
many rival cars and it delivers a more 
instant response when bursts of sharp 
acceleration are needed. 

Next up was the '2' grade Niro 
costing £22,795. This car has the same 
0-60mph sprint time and maximum 
speed, but is more economical with 
combined fuel efficiency of 74.3mpg 
and carbon emissions of 88g/km. 

Kia has announced its pledge to 
reduce the average C02 emissions of 
its line-up by 25 per cent before 2020 
and the new Niro is certainly a clear 
indication of Kia's drive towards a 
greener future.

Time for ‘drive-safe’ 

S martphones should have 

"drive-safe" modes similar to 
the flight-safe option following 
a spate of ghastly tragedies 
involving the criminal use of 
smartphones while driving. 

Rather limp-wristedly, the RAC 
Foundation has claimed that the 
deaths have occurred because too 
many people can get "distracted or 
overwhelmed with information" at 
the wheel, which seems to ignore 
the fgact that using a phone while 
driving is entirely illegal. 

The motoring charity claims that 
each year at least 70 fatal accidents 
on Britain's roads have "distraction 
in vehicle" as a contributory factor, 
while "driving using mobile phone" 
is cited in around 20 crashes. 

Director Steve Gooding said 
smartphones were a "godsend" for 
helping drivers get directions and 
dodge congestion. But he warned 
about the potentially fatal dangers 
of over-relying on them. 

In the UK using a hand-held 
phone while driving carries a 
penalty of three points on the 
motorist's licence and a fine of 
£ 100 . 

Industry leaders in vehicle 
and phone manufacturing were 
interviewed by transport think- 
tank TRL to find out what was 
being done to limit distractions in 
car production, as there are no 
internationally accepted guidelines. 

They found distraction was 
not considered a top priority 
in the design phase, and that it 
was deemed to be the driver's 
responsibility to make sure their 
phone use complied with the law. 
Without a legal requirement,

few companies would impose 
limitations themselves because it 
would be a commercial handicap, 
the study said. 

Britain has 38.5 million drivers, 
and two-thirds of the population 
now owns a smartphone, 
according to the foundation. 

Steve Gooding, director of the 
RAC Foundation, said: "In many 
ways smartphone technology and 
mobile communications are a 
godsend for road users, allowing 
us to do everything from getting 
directions to dodging congestion to 
calling for help if we break down. 

"Yet the more functionality our 
cars and electronic devices have, 
the greater the chance that drivers 
get distracted or overwhelmed 
with information, particularly when 
using smartphones as satnavs while 
all the other functions are still 
'live'. 

"There may come a day when 
autonomous cars allow us to spend 
all our time looking at our mobile, 
tablet and computer screens. Until 
then as drivers we need to make 
sure we have our eyes on the 
road."
